Italian Swing 
To Anti-Jewish 
Stand Denied

ROME—Chief Rabbi David 
Prato last week expressed to For- 
eign Minister Galeazzo Ciano the 
uneasiness of the Italian Jews over 
anti-Semitic articles in several 
Fascist newspapers and received 
assurances that the Government’s 
attitude toward the Jews remain- 
ed unchanged. 

Dr. Prato visited Count Ciano 
after a series of attacks on the 
Italian Jews in Fascist papers, in- 
cluding Premier Mussolini’s Pop- 
olo d’Italia, Count Ciano is the 
Premier’s son-in-law. 

Articles and editorials in Ital- 
ian newspapers have demanded 
that the Jews abandon Zionism, 
which was held antagonistic to It- 
aly because of Great Britain’s con- 
trol over Palestine. Some papers 
accused Jews of being linked with 
“international Communists.” 

The latest anti-Jewish attacks 
were printed in La Stampa of 
Turin, which demanded that the 
Jews merge themselves in the It- 
alian nation and retain only their 
religious observances, and La 
Stampa, which charged the Jews 
with attempting to “estrange them- 
selves into a national bloc.”

German High Jump Champion 


Likes Air Of

NEW YORK—“I am going to 
jump ever so high for America,” 
declared Greta Bergmann, out- 
standing woman athlete barred 
from the German Olympic team 
last year because she is a “non- 
Aryan.” Miss Bergmann has ar- 
rived here with the intention of be- 
coming a citizen and training for 
a place on the American team in 
the 1940 Olympics. 

Miss Bergmann recalled her 
days in Germany and her efforts 
to make the Olympic team. 

“There were three places on the 
team. But when I was not al- 
lowed to compete Germany was 
represented by only two in that 
event. Neither of these girls ever 
had jumped so high as I had. But 
they were ‘Aryan.’” 

She continued: 

“All’ the Jewish young people 
have run away. I am trained to

become a teacher of physical train- 
ing. But ‘non-Aryans’ are not al- 
lowed to train and compete against 
‘Aryans’ in Germany. So I must 
come here to get pupils. I shall 
become an American citizen. 

“I think I can do much better 
with American competition. Since 
I could take part in only the Jew- 
ish club events, I was the easy 
winner. But here I shall join a 
club, start training and aim for 
the American Olympic team of 
1940, going to Japan.” 

“It will even be easier to train 
here. One feels so free. I'll bet 
I could jump higher in America— 
that’s how good I feel. 

“And I will also train by being 
happy here. Everyone seems to 
be talking nonsense and liking it, 
telling jokes and having fun. It’s 
fine. I am going to like it so much, 
and I am going to jump ever so 
high for America.”

Shekolim Sale 
Hits New High

NEW YORK—Between 260,000 
and 270,000 shekolim have been 
sold in the United States this year, 
it was estimated by Samuel 
Schmidt, secretary of the Central 
Shekel ‘Board, making the largest 
sale of the certificates in the his- 
tory of Zionism in this country. 

At one delegate for 3,000 shek- 
olim, the American Zionists would 
be entitled to send between 86 and 
90 representatives to the World 
Zionist Congress in August. Elec- 
tions of delegates will be held June 
20 in some 3800 communities 
throughout the country. 

The estimated party strength, as 
indicated by shekel sales, follows: 
Hadassah, 100,000; the general 
Zionists, 71,000; labor Zionists, 
60,000; Mizrachi, 85,000, and the 
Jewish State Party, between 800 
and 1,000. 








No “Aryan Race”, 
Professor Says

CHICAGO—There is no “Aryan 
race” nor is there a “Jewish race,” 
declared Prof. Day-Cooper Cole, 
anthropologist of the University of 
Chicago, in an address here, 

“No anthropologist recognizes a 
Jewish race,” Dr. Cole said, “for 
what once was a nation became a 
religious sect. The majority of 
Jews today belong to the Alpine 
race, while originally the majority 
belonged to the Mediterranean 
race.” 

He added that race was only 4 
biological differentiation, “meaning 
that certain groups of people have 
such familiar traits among them- 
selves that one can classify them 
as a group.”

Mr. Rihani, who has just com- 
pleted a nation-wide lecture tour 
sponsored by the Institute of In- 
ternational Education, spoke of 
“the yoke of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the mandate” and forsaw 
a federation of Arab states, in- 
cluding Palestine, 

He denounced plans for canton- 
izing Palestine as springing from 
Great Britain’s “divide and rule” 
policy and called it “the flimsiest 
of all expediencies and most fan- 
tastic of exploitations.” He denied 
that Italy was extending material 
aid to the Arab nationalist move- 
ment. 

Mr. Rihani said that Palestine 
Arabs “will accept the statue quo” 
of a Jewish community and even 


aid this community if the three . 


Arab demands, including cessation 
of Jewish immigration, were com- 
plied with. He suggested es- 
tablishment of a Jewish homeland 
in the United States, mentioning 
Texas as a possibility. 

Prof, Hocking condemned “the 
costly and artificial experiment of 
political Zionism” and urged the 
justice of the Arab nationalist de- 
mands against a “Jewish state” in 
Palestine. 

Mr. Malouf, denouncing “the in- 
famous and invalid Balfour Dec- 
laration,” urged the Arabs to free 
themselves from British and 
French mandates and establish a 
“United States of Arabia.” He 
called on Arab youth in the United 
States to obtain training here and 
go to Palestine to help the Arab 
nationalist movement,

HATEVER criticism may have been 
W heaped on Reform Judaism in the past 

fifty years, it never could have been 
honestly called cowardly, 

In fact, Reform Judaism is the essence of 
courage. It meant breaking away from tradition; 
it meant hazarding the calumny and criticism 
of those whose religious learnings were more 
orthodox and conservative. 

This same strength and courage have been 
evidenced again in the recent convention of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis in Col- 


umbus. Admitting the error of their divorce 
from ritual and ceremony, the reform Rabbis, in 
one bold stroke, reversed their stand, indorsed a 
return to ritualism, backed Jewish colonization 
of Palestine, and at the same time continued on 
their high social plane, by advocating changes in 
our present-day government. 

No. It cannot be said that Reform is cow- 
ardly. If anything the present Reform Rabbin- 
ate, and especially the younger rabbis, have 
shown themselves of the same ilk as the prophets 
of old, 


Fire And Brimstone

Developments In Teaching Religion In Schools 


By NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF JEWS AND 
CHRISTIANS 


OOPERATION of Protestants, Catholics 

and Jews and hearty cooperation of the 

public schools superintendent and his staff, 
backed by the board of education, has made of 
the week-day schools of religious education in 
Portland, Ore., an outstanding success, in the 
opinion of Dr. E, C. Farnham, executive secre- 
tary of the Council of Churches, under whose 
auspices Protestant children are given courses 
under direction of Miss Dulcina Brown, super- 
visor. 

Seventeen schools are operated for Protestant 
children, with approximately 3,000 in attendance. 
Catholics have 50 schools in the city and vicin- 
ity, enrolling not less than 1,600. 

Children of the grammar sschools are excused 
for one hour a week upon written consent of 
Protestant and Catholic children 
operate on the same schedule in relation to the 
public school. 


their parents. 


In the Protestant groups there 
are 42 different denominations represented, 


Teachers in the Protestant week-day schools 
are required to have an education equivalent to 
that of public school teacher's, plus special train- 
ing in religious education, and are on a full-time 
employment basis. A general board of week-day 
schools of religion is responsible for policies and 
conduct of the schools, and for more than_thir- 


teen years have had full cooperation from of- 
ficials and staffs of the public school system. 
Classes are held in churches or buildings near 
schools, but not in the school buildings. 

Emphasis is placed on positive character 
traits and attitudes of good will, and as a sample, 
annyal visits are paid by upper grade ‘children 
in the schools of religion conducted by the Prot- 
estants to Temple Beth Israel, where Rabbi Henry 
J. Berkowitz explains the symbolisms of the syn- 
agogue and answers questions concerning He- 
brew. 

In Houston Tex., the School Board refused to 
accept the proffered assistance of a group of 
clergy and laymen in instituting a course of re- 
ligious instruction in the public schools there. 
Upon motion of W. C. Ragan, vice-chairman of 
the board, who stated that a study of religious 
education in other cities convinced him that such 
courses would not be adapted to the schedule for 
the coming year, permission was denied the re- 
ligious group. 

The proposition, as originally outlined, was 
that the churches were to pay the salaries of 
the religious instructors, and that the school au- 
thorities were to excuse students for two hours 
for one schoo] day, in order that they might go 
to the church of their choice for religious in- 
struction. Written permission of the parents was 
to have been required before the student could 
attend. .

“The only way to get along 
with people is to understand 
them,” said Milton J. Fineberg, 
in an effort to justify his in- 
tense desire for travel. It seems 
that “Josh” has always liked to 
be with different kinds of people 
and for that reason has had a 
varied career both in work and 
in studies. He was born June 
22, 1911, in Trenton, N. J., where 
he lived until after his high 
school graduation. Given his 
choice of universities to attend, 
he picked the University of Wis- 
consin mainly because it was far 
from Trenton. After two years 
of study he came to Indiana Un- 
iversity obtaining his A. B. de- 
gree in 1933 and his L, L. D. 
in 1936. 

Even as a youngster in high 
school, “Josh” showed remark- 
able ability in swaying an aud- 
ience. He won a state-wide or- 
atorical contest sponsored by the 
Jewish youth organizations of 
New Jersey. While at Indiana 
University he attained several 
enviable honors. He was a mem- 
ber of the board of the Men’s 
Union for three years, and was 
the only Jewish man ever to 
hold the office of president, Ex- 
Governor McNutt also held this 
office at one time, but “Josh” 
doesn’t believe he will travel 
along the lines of his illustrious 
predecessor. He also re-wrote 
the constitution of the Union, 

His first work in Jewish org- 
anization culminated in the pres- 
idency of the Jewish Students’ 
Union, and from this he became 
interested in the state-wide Un- 
ion of Jewish Youth which he 
helped found. The aim was con- 
solidation of the Jewish youth 
for “concerted action and Jewish 
purposes.” “Josh” felt that the 
younger people had been neglec- 
ted; the older groups had “not 
taken advantage of the qualities 
that youth possessed. The flour- 
ishing state-wide group which 
held its third conclave in Ind- 
ianapolis last winter is the result 
of his efforts, together with 
those of his contemporaries. He 
is now in the midst of organiz- 
ing Indianapolis youth. 

While at Wisconsin, “Josh” 
organized a chapter of the Phi 
Epsilon Pi, Jewish social fra- 
ternity, of which he is a mem- 
: ber. During his years at Ind- 

iana he was a member of the de- 
bating squad, president of the 
Tau Kappa Alpha, debating fra- 
ternity, and later became assis- 
tant debating coach in the de- 
partment of speech. He was ac- 
tive in dramatics, belonging to 
the Theta Alpha Phi, was a 
member of the Blue Key, and 
treasurer of the Freshman Law 
Class. His Democratic activities 
began at school and he is now 
director of college organization 
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for the Indiana Democratic 
party. Immediately following 
graduation “Josh” joined the 


Roosevelt Cavaran which travel- 
ed throughout Indiana for seven 
weeks. During this time he re- 
ceived much experience as an 
extemporaneous speaker. He en- 
joyed the tour very much be- 
cause he ‘satisfied his longing for 
adventure.

One guesses 
that unless material of greater 
content comes from Palestine, pub- 
lishers and readers will not bother 
to burn their fingers with smoky 
brands.—Rabbi David Jacobson,
